Bad Lighting. 


Although  street-lighting in 
Hongkong has immensacly im- 
proved in recent years, tharo is 
one rospect in which wo are be- 
hind the timos—namely, in the 
illumination of. the vorandah- 
covered pavomonts of the 
city. Right in the heart 
of tho business district— 
Queen's Road Contral, as a caso 
in point—thoro are long stretches 
of such pavomonts with absoluto- 
ly no lights oxcopting those 
provided by shopkeepors. As 
most of theso shops sre closed 
bofore dusk, the result is that the 
pavemonts aro'in utter darknoss 
at night. In viow of tho fro- 
quency with which snatching 
episodes aro now roported, wo 
suggest to tho authoritios that 
this is a matter dosorving of at- 
tontion, It has to be borne in 
mind that thero‘aro many dark 
alleyways loading from these 
strocts, and that a unatchor who 
had made himsclfacquaintod with 
thd locality would not havo tho 
least diMoulty in offeoting a hold- 
up ond oluding his pursuors.
